Quirin, who shipped queen bees 
all over the world after he found 
he could hatch them in an in­ 
cubator, first became interested 
in bee-culture when his father 
became ill and craved only hon­ 
ey. 
Young Quirin, only 10 at the 
time, became interested in the 
science after he had made fre­ 
quent trips to nearby Honey Cor­ 
ners to 
purchase 
the 
amber 
fluid for his father. 
“ I remember I wanted to get 
a colony of bees right away, as 
soon as I understood how they 
lived,” Quirin said, approaching 
a hive and permitting a swarm 
of the insects to alight on his 
hand, “ but my father objected 
that I might get stung.” 
His ambition persisted, 
how­ 
ever, and when he was 14 he 
took a gold dollar of his own 
and purchased his first colony. 
Culture In Infancy Then 
The young bee-keeper got all 
the bee-culture books then avail­ 
able and studied late at night, to 
learn the habits of the tiny work­ 
ers. 
“ Not much was known about 
the.insects at that time,” he said. 
"It was a real problem to get 
queens.” 
Quirin soon that 15 colonies 
and after 
much 
experimenting 
began to raise the queen bees. 
"The market was good—very 
good, for the queens. 
When I 
was 19 years old I began to raise 
them on a commercial scale,” he 
said. 
He imported 
a 
queen 
and 
found that he could hatch them 
in incubators. 
Letters of inquiry and 
orders 
poured into his mail box. 
"A t that time, there were just 
a few of us in 
the 
business,” 
Quirin said, “ and we were able 
to get from 75 cents to $5 for 
a single queen.” 
Shipped to Many Lands 
Quirin’s queens were shipped 
to every country where the uni­ 
versal postal treaty was in force. 
The business was so prosperous 
that people throughout the coun­ 
try began to take it up, and the 
center of the industry moved to 
the south, where the season is 
nearly twice as long as it is here. 
Quirin stopped raising queens 
after 33 years in the business, 
and transferred his interests to 
the production of honey. He now 
has more than 350 colonies. 
“Bees are smarter than most 
people,” 
he said. 
“They don’t 
have any divorces, any wars, or 
any depressions. 
The only thing 
I have not been able to teach 
them is to put exactly one pound 
in each comb. 
But they don’t 
miss it much at that.” 
Quirin said the secret of suc­ 
cess in any business could be 
learned from the bees. 
“Keep busy,” he 
said,

puzzles, predicting football scores: 
or drawing cartoons^ 
Davis now sperfds five hours a 
day at his work, the rest of the j 
time doing free-lance writing and 
cartooning. 
So far this y ear he 
has come through with 71 prizes, 
which is considerably better than, 
his 35-y ear average of one every 
10 day s.

He doesn’t keep account of his 
ex penses, but estimates that ex ­ 
penditures for stamps, stationery 
and ink amount to “between $12 
and $15 a month.” 
The cost of 
soap wrappers, box tops and the 
like don’t amount to much be­ 
cause he doesn’t enter many of 
this ty pe of contests — “They ’re 
too big; judges can’t give entries 
proper consideration,” he say s. 
Davis believes newspaper, mag­ 
azine and small contests offer the 
best bet for the average person, 
and that slogans “are the easiest 
| to write and bring tjie greatest re- 
, turns.”

However, he* has one Important 
word of advice for all contest- 
jants: 
“Stay out of any thing outside 
the range of y our knowledge . . . 
when y ou write a content entry , 
make sure y ou know what y ou’re 
talking about.”

They hav e to be higher m athe­ 
m aticians and rapid calculators, 
and considerable executiv e ability 
is required to run a book where 
eight or more men are employed 
in the fastest game known. 
It is difficult to defend any 
form of gambling, but any expe­ 
rienced horse player will tell you 
that between the books and the 
pari-m utuel machines the books 
are the lesser ev il.

leaders. 
Tay lor was introduced by Pres 
ident C. C. Teague of the Sunkist 
organization, who has served as 
president of the agricultural coun­ 
cil during 19 of its 20 y ears of 
activity . 
The council represents 
30 groups of agricultural produc­ 
ers, practically all cooperatives 
“The 1939 session was faced 
with more bad legislation, as far 
as 
agriculture 
was 
concerned, 
than any previous session in my 
experience,” declared Tay lor, who 
next week starts his 16th y ear as 
secretary 
of 
the 
agricultural 
group. “The job of our organiza 
tion during the last session was 
largely one of killing dangerous 
legislation. We worked on nearly 
700 bills, very few of them our 
own. 
New Tax es Prev ented 
“With the fine co-operation of 
the Farm bureau and other agri­ 
cultural groups, we concentrated 
on 
sound 
economy , 
preventing 
$68 ,000,000 in new taxes.”

color, determines its value. Shells 
free from cracks or other imper­

Put eggs in the refrigerator as 
soon as they arrive.

because eggs absorb odors. 
If they are soiled when they 
arrive, wipe them clean with a 
rough dry cloth or metal spohge, 
but do not wash them. Water re­ 
moves the "bloom” of an egg 
that forms a natural seal for the 
pores of the shell.

H ow ever, w orthy as th is action is, it w ill be of 
E ttle practical im portance unless it is sw iftly 
follow ed by furth e r sane tax reform . 
O ur stag ­ 
g e ring total ta x burden is difficult enough lor 
the nation to bear—and our m anner of collecting 
reve nue in m any instances m akes the problem 
m ore serious still. T he “nuisance” tax es, of which 
the undistributed p rofits ta x Is one, are a case in 
p o int 
F or th e m ost p a rt they produce little 
re venue—hardly enough to be visible in our enor­ 
m ous federal budgets of today . 
Yet they frighten 
the investor, discourage industrial ex pansion, and 
thus contribute to unem ploy m ent, to a declining 
R ational income, and to continued depression. 
T h e capital gains ta x probably is the w orst 
p f th e rem aining “nuisance” levies.

revenue producer, it has practically driven “risk ” 
c a p ita l—the m oney th a t norm ally goes into the 
new , untried enterprises, which furnish th e back­ 
g round for the g re at employ ing industries of to­ 
m orrow ’—out of the picture.

The Senate, in oth er words, 
voted against continuing (he P resident’s pow’er to 
tink e r w ith the value of the currency unit but de­ 
cided to tinker on its own account w ith silver 
prices. 
T his is a ty pical political trade. In so far as the 
S e na te ’s action has logic, how’ever. th a t logic may 
b<- reduced to this: If any one is going to be allow ­ 
ed to tinker w ith the currency , it’s going to be 
C ongress, not the President.

I adm it th a t th ere is a pleasure of anticipation 
of consum ption, b ut to tax a m an because he a n­ 
ticipates a la te r pleasure, and does not deprive 
anoth er from consum ing, is certainly as absurd as 
to tax a m an for th e pleasure he would derive 
if he pulled a drow ning m an out of the ocean or 
ta x a m an because he taug h t som ebody how 
to m ake a living. 
No one, in fact, produces w ealth for the m ere 
sake of producing w ealth. 
He produces it only 
because he w ants som ething, or w ants som ething 
for som eone else. 
He produces it because he 
believes th ere w ill be pleasure for som eone in its 
consum ption la te r on. 
And this m an who gets 
the pleasure out of consum ption and prevents 
others from g etting a pleasure is the only m an 
who should pay th e tax . 
The m an w’ho gets 
pleasure out of production does not deprive any ­ 
one else of pleasure. 
B ut the m an who consum es 
w ealth, deprives oth e r people of the right to 
consum e and get th e pleasure from consum ption. 
I t is th e rig h t to g et pleasure th a t elim inates 
others from having pleasure th a t should be tax ed j 
and not th e pleasure th a t deprives no one else o f 
\ 
pleasure. 
In oth er words, th e m an should be tax ed for I 
w hat he tak es out of the total w ealth of the nation ; 
ra th e r th an being tax ed for adding to the total j 
w ealth of the nation th a t m akes it possible fori 
every one to live b e tte r and get m ore pleasure j 
even if th e m an gets anticipated pleasure out of j 
this production.

E very 
p rivate enterp rise attem pts only to undertak e 
things th a t are self-liquidating. 
T he difference 
betw een p rivate self-liquidating enterp rises and 
public self-liquidating enterprises is th a t if the 
project is undertak en privately and it is not. self- 
liquidating, the m an who undertak es it is the 
m an w’ho tak es the loss. 
F or this reason, the 
p rivate enterp rise r is very careful to g et all the 
constructive judgm ent he can on th e p roject be­ 
fore he is w illing to undertake it. 
On th e oth er 
hand, if th e governm ent undertak es self-liq uidat­ 
ing projects, if it docs not liquidate, th e loss comes 
out of th e sw eat of labor and not out of the gov­ 
ernm ent official who m akes the e rror in judg ­ 
m ent as to w hether the p roject is self-liquidating. 
This is prim arily the reason w hy p rivate en­ 
terprise is in m ost every case m ore efficient and 
beneficial to 
society 
th a n 
public 
enterprise. 
Every body ’s business is nobody ’s business. 
A fter 
a project is started, the governm ent cares little 
w hether it will be self-liquidating or not—if it 
m akes m ore jobs for people to hold those men 
in* office w ho sta rte d the project.

SURE ROUTE TO BANKRUPTCY

Recently in this co lumn the effects 
o f ex cessiv e ta x a tio n were discussed. 
Ta x es represent the co st o f go v ern­ 
menta l serv ices, a nd their burden 
d e p e n d s o n 
whether o r no t 
the v a lue o f the 
go v ern m en ta l 
serv ices is fully 
e q u a l to the 
ta x es co llected. 
B e ca u se go v ­ 
ernment is sub­ 
ject to the eco ­ 
no mic 
la w o f 
diminishing re­ 
turn, the v a lue 
o f its serv ices 
t e nds to d e ­ 
crea se a s its a c­ 
tiv ities ex pa nd, 
a n d t h u s a 
po int is rea ched 
bey o nd which ta x es co nsume mo re 
tha n their ex penditure crea tes. In 
this respect ex cessiv e ta x es a re just 
like a ny o ther ex cessiv e 
business 
co st. 
The effects o f ta x a tio n depend a lso 
o n the cha ra cter o f the ta x es used. 
Since ta x a tio n do es no t diminish the 
to ta l a mo unt o f purcha sing po wer, it 
wo uld seem to be a ma tter o f in­ 
difference a s to wha t kinds o f ta x es 
a re used. This is no t the ca se, ho w­ 
ev er, a s will be seen fro m co nsidera ­ 
tio n o f the two principa l purpo ses to 
which the na tio na l inco me must be 
dev o ted. 
These purpo ses a re: 1] the purcha se 
)f co nsumptio n go o ds, a nd 2] inv est­ 
ment. The pro cess o f inv estment, 
which inv o lv es sa v ing o ut o f inco me 
is a prelimina ry , mea rfs the dev o tio n 
)f funds to the crea tio n o f ca pita l 
jo o ds ra ther tha n to the purcha se o f 
no re co nsumer go o ds. Inv estment 
irea tes purcha sing po wer, fo r the 
nen who mine iro n a nd co pper,-re- 
lne the o res a nd fa brica te ma chinery 
ire pa id wa ges which they spend. In­ 
v estment is essentia l to co ntinued 
pro ductiv ity , fo r a ll ca pita l equip- 
nent ev entua lly wea rs o ut a nd must 
)e repla ced. It is ev en mo re neces­ 
sa ry if the v o lume o f pro ductio n is to 
ncrea se. The o nly wa y by which the 
la tio na l inco me ca n rise is by la rger 
jro ductjo n. Hence the grea t impo r- 
a nce of a stea dy flo w o f inv estment. 
It has become popular to say that 
taxes should be removed from con- 
sumptio n and laid ‘o n incomes, es­ 
pecia lly the larger incomes. The ar- 
gument is that co nsumDtio n taxes 


dry up purcha sing po wer, while tho se 
with la rge inco mes ha v e grea t a bility 
to pa y , Such v iews belo ng to the ro ­ 
ma ntic perio d o f ta x a tio n histo ry . 
Mo re rea listica lly v iewed, to o grea t 
a shift o f this so rt in the ta x sy stem 
ca n be definitely ha rmful to the who le 
co mmunity . 
The rea so n fo r this co nclusio n is 
tha t co nsumptio n ta x es do no t lessen 
to ta l purcha sing po wer, since the 
go v ernment pa y s o ut to its wo rkers 
a nd its beneticia ries a s much buy ing 
po wer a s it ta kes fro m the ta x pa y ers. 
On the o ther ha nd, ex cessiv e inco me 
ta x es will curta il the flo w o f inv est­ 
ment funds, witho ut which no ma ­ 
teria l increa se o f the na tio na l inco me 
is po ssible. It ma y be urged tha t go v ­ 
ernment ca n crea te ca pita l by in­ 
v esting the mo ney tha t is ta ken under 
the high inco me ta x ra tes. If go v ern­ 
ment a ctua lly do es this, then the to ta l 
ca pita l flo w is ma inta ined. But public 
ex penditures o n ro a ds, buildings a nd 
o ther impro v ements a re 
no t true 
ca pita l inv estments. They do no t di­ 
rectly increa se pro ductio n, a nd in 
so me ca ses they y ield little o r no in­ 
direct pro ductiv e a dv a nta ge. They 
a re nev er a substitute fo r the inv est­ 
ment needed to repla ce wo rn o ut 
equipment o r to pro v ide the ma ­ 
chinery a nd ma teria ls to be used in 
new industria l pro cesses. 
Sa v ing a nd 
inv estment a re no t 
mo no po lized by the rich. Millio ns o f 
sma ll inco me receiv ers ha v e sa v ings 
a cco unts, insura nce po licies a nd o ther 
fruits o f sa v ing. But a la rge ca pita l 
fund requires a la rge so urce a nd it 
ca nno t be pro v ided ex cept by dra w­ 
ing substa ntia lly upo n the la rger in­ 
co mes. When these inco mes a re hea v ­ 
ily depleted by tax ation, it is clearly 
impo ssible fo r a dequa te inv estmenl 
funds to be pro v ided. Government 
spending is so la rgely for current 
purpo ses tha t no co mpensa to ry cap­ 
ita ! crea tio n is likely to ensue fro m 
it. 
When government goes farther and 
penalizes risk assumption by its tax 
and regulatory policies, then there i* 
a double burden on eapitai formation. 
Industrial ex pansion alway s involves 
risk. No one will assume risk when 
the government say s: "Heads I win, 
tails y ou lose.” Therefore, while ex ­ 
cessive tax ation of any kind will 
eventually bankrupt the tax pay er, 
excessive tax ation of incomes will 
eventually bankrupt the whole eoun-
